SMC for entry under the En* 
larfed-Honiestcad Law. 

Tbe enlarged-homestead law per- 
mits tbe entry by one person of 820 
acres of Government land In tbe arid 
States which is not, in the under- 
standing of tbe Ooyernment, suscep- 
tible of irrigation. As under tbe 
original 160>bomestead law, tliis 
land oan bo acquired by tbe settler 
from Uncle Sam free of cost, on com- 
pliance wltb tbe regolatloos requir- 
ing a rosldeneo and oaltlvatlon. 
The determination of what lands are 
subject to these double-sise home- 
stead devolves apon tbo Soorotary 
of the Interior, and since the pass- 
age of the act in Febnary, 1809, 190, 
264, 495 acres liave boon doalgnBted 
by him as subject to entry in units 
of 820 acres. Every month addition- 
al lands are thus designated, 90.242 
acres having boon added to tbe 
total in June.
